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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art. 

As per claim 10, Applicant's Admitted Prior Art disclosed a method for controlling 
the transmitting power of an antenna having a radiating element (fig. 2/no. B1) for 
providing a lower operating band and another element (fig. 2/no. B2) for providing an 
upper operating band, a power amplifier (fig. 2/no. PA1 ) for feeding the antenna with 
signal in the lower operating band, a second power amplifier (fig. 2/no. PA2) for feeding 
the antenna with signal of the upper operating band, the amplifiers connected to an 
antenna (fig. 2/no. 100), measurement elements (fig. 2/no. 100, B1, B2) for measuring 
the field strength in both bands, a detector (fig. 2/no. DET) to compare the 
measurement against a certain reference level, a power control unit (fig. 2/no. PCU) for 
controlling the power amplifiers on the basis of the result of the comparison so that the 
detection result is kept equal with the reference level, the power amplifiers coupling to 
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the radiating elements, the other element connected to the detector, and the other 
element serve as a measurement element (fig. 2, see bkgd, pg. 1/ln. 20-pg. 3/ln. 8). 

Applicant's Admitted Prior Art does not suggest utilizing electromagnetic coupling 
between elements. However, such is notoriously well known in the art that the examiner 
takes Official Notice of such. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill to provide such coupling to the antenna elements of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art 
to provide such stability in data transmission in case an antenna element failures during 
monitoring process. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 and 11 are allowed.
